PACIFIC NORTHWEST IS A PROSPEROUS AND 
EXPANDING MARKET 


The article below was written for the Board of ‘Trade Journal by the British Consul at Seattle, Washington, U.S.A. 
Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, Whitehall, London, S.W.1, will be 
pleased to answer any enquiries arising out of this article. 

HE PACIFIC NORTHWEST is one of the most prosperous 
areas in the United States. It is new country, rich in natural 


resources. It is an area in which people set themselves high 
standards, and this is reflected in their purchases. Recognition of 
this fact was shown by advertising men when they announced that 
Portland, Oregon, now ranks fourth on their list as a testing ground 
for new products and new promotions, being preceded only by 
Hartford, Atlanta and Dallas. 


Competition is Growing Keener 


Competition, though growing keener, is not nearly so fierce as that 
encountered in many other parts of the country ; and this fact, 
coupled with the traditional friendliness of Westerners, tends to 
smooth the salesman’s path. Almost without exception, visitors to 
the area comment on the friendly reception they have received. 

Many of the people are newcomers to the area, for the past decade 
has seen the greatest movement of population the United States has 
ever known. ‘The industrialization of the West Coast, which has 
proceeded steadily since the beginning of World War IT, has attracted 
some 34 million new inhabitants to this area. In the Pacific North- 
west alone the States of Washington and Oregon have increased 
their population by over one million since 1940. 

This movement of population combined with the great strides 
which have been made in the development of industry and agri- 
culture has created, in effect, a growing market which British firms 
who are anxious to increase their exports to the United States would 
do well to investigate. Efforts made now to establish British goods

in this market will undoubtedly reap great benefit in the years to 
come. 

An element which may be of great assistance to British exporters is 
the Foreigh Trade Zone at Seattle. A Foreign Trade Zone corres- 
ponds roughly to a free port where goods may be stored without 
payment of duty and may also be processed. A description of the 
facilities available to United Kingdom exporters by the Foreign 
Trade Zones in the United States was published in the Board of 
Trade Journal on July 22, 1950. Full information concerning facili- 
ties, services and charges at the Seattle Foreign Trade Zone can be 
obtained from the Manager, 2900 Eleventh Avenue, S.W., Seattle, 4. 


Foreign Trade Zone 


The recent establishment of the Foreign Trade Zone underlines 
the importance which the civic authorities of Seattle place on foreign 
trade. Indeed, in their report recommending the establishment of 
the Foreign Trade Zone these authorities wrote in 1947: “ Foreign 
trade is a major industry in the Pacific Northwest ; it is a vital factor 
to the economic well-being of the area.” This recognition of the 
importance of foreign trade is natural since the industries of the area 
are mainly primary industries such as timber, fishing, metal, mining 
and agriculture. Consequently there is a great need to bring in 
finished goods from other parts of the United States, and from abroad. 

The mainspring of the great expansion in industry and agriculture 
in the Pacific Northwest is the vast electrification and irrigation 
scheme known as the Columbia Basin Project. The principal engin- 
eering feature of this project is the Grand Coulee Dam, designed to 
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irrigate one million acres of arid land and to develop some 2 million 
kilowatts of electric power. But the Grand Coulee Dam is only one 
of ten dams which will ultimately be built to develop power on the 
Columbia River 

Besides the Grand Coulee, two other dams have been completed, one 
at Bonneville which has a capacity of over 500,000 kilowatts, and the 
other at Rock Island developing 60,000 kilowatts. 

The harnessing of the Columbia River, the greatest potential source 
of water power in the United States, has enabled the great natural 
wealth of the area to be exploited and has considerably enhanced its 
prosperity. The per capita income of the people of the Pacific North- 
west is among the highest in the United States. Consequently, there 
is a good market for quality goods of all kinds. While there are, of 
course, long standing connections between many Western firms and 
those on the Eastern seaboard of the United States handling traditional 
lines, such as textiles and chinaware, this area is very open-minded 
regarding new items in almost any line, which in itself is a great 
advantage. 

The general prosperity of the area, however, should not lull intending 
British exporters into believing that price is not an important factor. 
Competition is keen, not only from American manufacturers, but also 
from other European exporters, and Japanese competition in particular 
is now becoming more and more evident. It is therefore essential that 
British manufacturers regard the Pacific Northwest from a long-term 
point of view and make every effort to build up satisfied connections 
by quoting the right price, and in dollars, by strictly adhering to 
delivery dates and, not least, by making personal visits whenever 
possible. 

While the difficulties in the way of personal visits by representatives 
of United Kingdom firms to towns and cities throughout the area are 
fully recognized, the value of such visits cannot be stressed too much. 
There is widespread interest in good quality British goods, but 
potential importers are more interested in learning about such goods 
at first hand than by any other method, and in most cases catalogues 
and other sales literature will make little impression. 


Scope for More Business 


British goods are being sold in increasing quantities in the Pacific 
Northwest, but a much greater volume of business could be done. 
The traditional lines of British exports to the United States, such as 
chinaware, earthenware, glassware, woollens and certain leather 
goods enjoy a steady market in the area. British motor vehicles, too, 
are becoming increasingly popular. There is a wide range of goods 
which would find a ready market in the Pacific Northwest such as 
fine leather goods, knitting yarns, men’s shoes on United States lasts, 
sweaters, socks, linens, novelties and novel toys, etc. 

It is not possible to give a comprehensive list of the goods that 
could be sold. British exporters who feel they have goods which 
would command a sale in this market are urged to write to the Consu- 
lates at Seattle and Portland and the Vice-Consulate at Spokane, giving 
full particulars, including prices, of the goods concerned. The 
addresses are the British Consulate, 815 Exchange Building, Seattle, 
Washington ; the British Consulate, 907 Lewis Building, Portland, 
Oregon, and the British Vice-Consulate, 508 Peyton Building, 
721 Riverside Avenue, Spokane, 8, Washington. 

Seattle, Portland and Spokane are the most important distributing 
centres for the Pacific Northwest. Seattle is rapidly becoming one of 
the most important trading cities in the United States because of its 
excellent port and good rail and air communications. It is one of the 
principal ports of entry, offers the shortest route to the Orient and is 
the centre for the whole of the trade with Alaska. It costs little, if any 
more, so far as sea freight from the United Kingdom is concerned, to 
land goods in Seattle, or Portland, than on the Eastern seaboard. 

Portland, Oregon, is the wholesale and retail distribution point for 
a wide agricultural and lumbering region. Spokane is the natural 
centre for a large metal mining area. It is the recognized capital of 
what is termed the “ Inland Empire” a district bounded North, 
South, East and West by mountains and embracing some of the 
wealthiest and most productive agriculture, lumbering and mining 
areas in the United States. It is also an area of growing industrial 
importance, particularly for the aluminium industry. 

Complaints have been received from importers in the Pacific 
Northwest on the difficulty of obtaining comprehensible quotations 
from British firms. It is very important to quote correctly, especially 
as, if new ground is to be broken, the importer concerned has probably 
little experience of import trade. An article on “‘ How to quote prices 
for the United States market” was published in the Board of Trade 
Journal on September 15, 1951, and should be read by any intending 
exporter to this market 
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Plans for London Fashion Fortnight Announced 


LANS FOR the fifth London Fashion Fortnight were announced 

in London on December 10. The Fortnight is now established as 

the peak of London’s wholesale showings for the fashion industry 
and the major effort of the years export promotion in this sphere. 

During the two weeks of the Fortnight—from June 4 to 18—the 
overseas buyer will see, in concentrated form, a complete review of 
London’s fashion merchandise. 

All the participants from last year are co-operating again. New- 
comers are the Leather Industries Export Corporation, who will be 
staging a special exhibition of products of the industry. These will 
include footwear, handbags, gloves, leather clothing and other fashion 
articles. 

The textile groups are becoming increasingly active. The rayon 
industry has always supported the event, and last year both silk and 
cotton exhibited. It is hoped that this year wool, so important in the 
export field, will also take part. 

The Associated Millinery Designers of London have announced that 
they intend to make a major effort at fashion co-ordination for their 
show at the Dorchester Hotel on June 9. A meeting is shortly to be 
held with manufacturers, suppliers and importers of millinery 
materials, trimmings and accessories, as well as fashion experts and 
hair stylists, to discuss plans. 

In the field of advance publicity, individual letters have already been 
sent to some 7,000 buyers. This year the Information Office for the 
Fortnight will be in the Rayon Industry's new house at 138 Piccadilly, 
overlooking Green Park, and conveniently placed as a venue for over- 
In addition to information services, it is hoped to provide 
facilities tor rest and refreshment. Up to the end of April, enquiries 
should be addressed to Miss Dorothy Fox, Information Officer, 
London Fashion Fortnight, 1 Upper Grosvenor Street, London, W.1. 

The Board of Trade is again supporting the Fortnight, and through 
their overseas officers have enabled the Organizing Committee to make 
a complete and up-to-date list of foreign buyers. Through liaison 
with the British Industries Fair Committee details of London Fashion 
Fortnight are circulated in nearly 100 cbuntries. 

Sir James Helmore, Second Secretary of the Board of Trade, was 
introduced by Mr. A. J. C. Walters, Director of the British Rayon 
Federation and Synthetic Fibres Association. Sir James stressed 
the continuing importance of the export drive. The textile industr 
like many others, was faced with falling export markets, through 
conditions overseas. London Fashion Fortnight presented oppor- 
tunities for showing something different and something new, to start 
a move back towards a revival in demand overseas. The fashion 
industry was one whose products had a high conversion value, did not 
detract from the rearmament drive, and added to British prestige 
wherever they were sold overseas.

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Export of Manufactured Iron 
and Steel 


Te Board of Trade announce that from January 21 the price per 
ton below which they restrict exports of general manufactures of 
iron and steel will be increased from £30 per ton to £40 per ton. 

These arrangements, first introduced in July 1950, restrict exports 
of iron and steel goods of a low “ conversion value,” and the present 
increase takes account of higher iron and steel prices. 

This change has been effected by the cancellation of the existing 
open general licence and issue of a new one for goods over the value 
of £40 per ton. 

The goods affected are those described (in Group 6 (2) of the 
First Schedule of the Export of Goods Control Order 1951) as 
" Goods (subjected to any process of manufacture) wholly or mainly 
of iron and steel, not elsewhere specified in this Schedule, other than 
ships and ships’ hulls.”

Allocation of Steel for Building 


REMINDER is issued by the Ministry of Works about the 
allocation of steel for building. As already announced by the 
Ministry of Supply, the steel allocation scheme is to be reintroduced 
on February 4, 1952®. The detailed arrangements for allocation of 
steel for building, announced in the Board of Trade Journal on 
October 27, 1951 (page 841), will be unaltered, apart from the change 
of date. 

Applicants for steel authorizations for work in progress, who have 
already sent in Form M.O.W.2065, are not required to re-submit this 
application. They are being asked for additional information in 
individual cases where necessary and 1.S. Authorizations are now being 
issued. 

Any architect or contractor requiring building steel after February 4, 
who has not already notified his requirements to the appropriate 
authority, is reminded that he should do so without delay. This 
includes stezi for which D.O. and P.'T. symbols have been awarded. 

The appropriate authorities are :— 

lor work done under a building licence (other than housing)— 
the Ministry of Works Regional Licensing Officer. 

For housing—the Local Authority. 

For schools—the Local Education Authority. 

For all work for Government Departments, Nationalized Indus- 
tries, Local Authorities, Regional Hospital Boards, etc.—the 
authority for whom the work is being done. 

All future applications for building licences must show the quantity 
of steel required.

Exports of Semi-Manufactures of 
Copper, Zinc and Their Alloys 


ECAUSE OF the world shortage of the raw materials, and the 

demand for essential purposes, exports of semi-manufactured 
copper and copper alloys in the second, third and fourth quarters of 
1951 were restricted to approximately half the rate prevailing in the 
first six months of 1950. The Board of Trade announce that to 
conform with recommendations of the International Materials 
Conference exports of semi-manufactured copper and zinc and their 
alloys in the first quarter of 1952 and until further notice will be 
licensed at 80 per cent. of the rate of export in 1950,

permitting any person to acquire and supply any softwood timber 
and boxboards which are not situated in the United Kingdom, the 
Isle of Man, or the Channel Islands. This licence supersedes earlier 
open general licences issued on October 11, 1950, and February 1, 1951, 
which permitted the acquisition and disposal of softwood, mining 
timber and boxboards in a limited number of countries outside the 
United Kingdom. ‘The acquisition and supply of mining timber not 
in the United Kingdom has since been permitted by the Timber 
(Control) Order, 1951, although licences are still required for its 
import into the United Kingdom. 

The granting of this licence does not remove the restrictions on the 
import of softwood timber and boxboards into the United Kingdom, 
nor those on their acquisition, supply, and consumption in the 
United Kingdom. Importation of softwood will be in accordance 
with the scheme at present in operation. The policy governing the 
granting of import licences for boxboards remains unchanged. The 
acquisition, supply and consumption of softwood are subject to the 
restrictions imposed by the Timber (Control) Order, 1951 (S.1. 1951 
No. 1067).

Imports of Paper and Board 


N December 14, 1951, the Ministry of Materials announced that, 

as part of the restrictions to be imposed on imports of paper and 
board during the first half of 1952, the import of some descriptions 
would be entirely prohibited. (See Board of Trade Journal on 
December 22, page 1280.) 

It has now been found possible to licence during that period not 
less than approximately 25 per cent. by value of each description of 
paper and board imported during the corresponding period of 1951, 
including the descriptions referred to above. Importers will be 
informed of their adjusted quotas 


Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 
PRODUCTION OF cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn during 
the week ended December 22, 1951, was 21-05 million Ibs., compared 
with 22-08 million lbs. for the previous week and 20.22 million Ibs. 
for the corresponding week of 1950 
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Further Declines in Production in November 


HE FIGURES supplied by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics 
show that the rate of production in November 1951 fell to still 
lower levels in several sections of the industry, though cloth pro- 
duction continued at the same daily rate as in October 
In the comments which follow on changes in the different sections 
of the industry, the reference is throughout to daily rates of production, 
allowance being made for November having included one working day 
less than October 1951. The rates of production and drawing of 
tops were 5 and 10 per cent. lower respectively than in October, and 
yarn deliveries were down by 7 per cent. Deliveries of 
worsted cloth 3 per cent. lower than in the previous month, 
but those of woollen cloth, the only exception to the general down- 
ward trend, were 3 per cent. higher ; the rate of deliveries of blankets, 
which has moved very erratically since June 1951, fell by 19 per cent. 
Comparison with November 1950 shows large reductions in all 
sections of the industry, the earlier stages of manufacture having 
suffered the most f tops was 42 per cent. lower, deliveries 
of worsted yarn were 28 per cent. lower, and deliveries of woven

The team will prepare a report for the series issued by the Anglo- 
American Council on Productivity with the technical assistance of 
the Mutual Security Agency (successor to the Economic Co-operation 
Administration).

Selected Government Research Reports—Third Volume 


THE third volume of Selected Government Research Reports, 
Protection and Flectrodeposition of Metals, has been published for the 
) Department of Scientific and Industrial Research by H.M. Stationery 
Office, price £1 10s. Od. (by post °1 11s. 3d.). It contains selected 
reports, mostly unpublished, on work carried out during the war by 
the Ministry of Supply and the Ministry of Aircraft Production. 

The first part of the book includes 20 reports dealing with the 
protection of magnesium alloys, the protection of steel, the polishing 
of aluminium alloys, the study of intercrystalline attack and the 
operation of corrosion tests 

Research into electroplating problems is dealt with in the 13 reports 
in the second part of the book. The use of zinc, nickel, cobalt, 
aluminium and selenium for protective coverings is considered. 
Several of the reports deal with methods of determining the con- 
stituents of plating solutions, particularly traces of unwanted metals 

Chemical and magnetic methods of finding the thickness of

Meteorological Thermometers 


First published in 1936, B.S. 692 has now been completely revised 
and extended so as to be of world-wide application. 

It specifies maximum, minimum and ordinary meteorological 
thermometers, suitable for mounting in a louvred screen, and covering 
the requirements of the Meteorological Office, Air Ministry. The 
12 Fahrenheit thermometers listed are adequate to cover the extremes 
of temperature anywhere in the world. Mercury and alcohol fillings 
are specified, according to the temperature range required and a 
detailed specification is included for the latter. Glass sheaths are 
specified for the maximum and minimum thermometers, and are 
recommended for the ordinary thermometers. Essential dimensions, 
constructional details and tolerances are specified, and suitable mount- 
ings for the thermometers are illustrated.

Condenser Bobbins for Mules (Cotton Waste and Woollen 
Spinning Trades) 


This Standard (B.S. 1810: 1951) specifies leading dimensions 
together with certain basic requirements in regard to material used 
in the construction of condenser bobbins for mules. The bobbins 
are intended for use in the cotton waste and woollen spinning trades. 

The approach to the standardization was based on a full-scale 
investigation undertaken by the Condenser and Allied Spinners’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, and also on enquiries conducted by the 
Wool Industries Research Association and by the Wool Textile 
Delegation 

The possibility of adopting the requirements of the condenser 
bobbins to ring spinning frames has been considered, but it was 
decided that this was not practicable at the present time because the 
present efforts of users are directed towards securing the maximum 
size of package that the creel of the ring spinning frames will accom- 
modate. This means that there is more variety in the sizes of the 
condenser bobbins, which makes it very difficult to follow the principles 
adopted for bobbins used in the mule spinning trades. 

A standard formula is given for determining the width between 
flanges, in relation to the number of ends on the bobbin and the 
gauge of the mule. By giving this formula it is hoped that the mul- 
tiplicity of sizes at present in use will be reduced to a more reasonable 
number.

Notes on Methods of Screening Hospital Patients 


These Notes (B.S. 1805 : 1951) are the result of an investigation 
into the methods of screening patients in various types of hospital, 
which was carried out at the request of the Hospital Equipment 
Standards Advisory Committee of the British Standards Institution. 
The methods of screening in most common use, é.g., curtains, mobile 
screens and fixed or folding partitions are described, together with 
their advantages and disadvantages.

in Europe

CCORDING TO THE latest Board of Trade statistics, Sweden 

has become, in terms of value, the United Kingdom's best customer 

in Europe and her sixth most important in the world. Moreover, 
again in terms of value, Sweden is third amongst European countries 
and eighth in the world as a source of supply to the United Kingdom. 
The relatively high value, and, indeed, the volume of British trade 
with Sweden, whose population is only about one-seventh of that of 
this country, is a remarkable indication of the closeness and importance 
of present-day commercial ties between the two countries and of the 
complementary nature of their markets. 

Although competition has sharpened and the United Kingdom 
share of Swedish imports during the first nine months of 1951 fell 
by nearly 5 per cent. compared with the same period in 1950, trade 
figures for 1951 as a whole will most probably show that the United 
Kingdom retained during the year the position she has held since 
1948 as Sweden's most important trading partner in respect of both 
exports and imports. 

The following table shows the value of Sweden’s trade with her 
principal foreign markets during the first nine months of 1950 and 
1951 :—

The above table also illustrates the remarkable expansion of 
Sweden’s foreign trade as a whole during the greater part of 1951. 
The extension of her own and of the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation countries’ liberalization measures, the steadily 
increasing Swedish production, the need for stock-piling, and the 
universal increases in prices have all contributed to the record figures 
attained in 1951. During the early months of the year imports greatly 
exceeded exports, and there was a disquietingly heavy outflow of 
foreign exchange which led the Swedish authorities to reimpose 
restrictions on imports of motor vehicles and textiles. By the end of 
May the Riksbank’s reserve of foreign exchange had reached the 
abnormally low level of Kr. 910 millions, and Sweden was in debt to 
the European Payments Union. The opening of the Baltic shipping 
season, however, coupled with a slowing down in the rate of imports, 
quickly led to an improvement, and within the space of six months 
Sweden had greatly strengthened her balance of trade and had con- 
verted her E.P.U. deficit into a useful surplus. This rapid transforma- 
tion of the Swedish foreign trade picture is due mainly to the excep- 
tionally heavy world demand for Swedish timber, pulp and paper, and 
to the abnormally high prices which overseas markets, including the 
United Kingdom, and the outer sterling area countries, have been 
prepared to pay in order to secure sufficient requirements. The 
tremendous importance of forestry products in the Swedish external 
economy requires no emphasis, but it is worthy of note that during the 
first nine months of 1951 timber, pulp and paper accounted for well 
over 50 per cent. of the entire value of Swedish exports and for no less 
than 80 per cent. of Swedish exports to the United Kingdom. 

United Kingdom exports to Sweden of all the main commodity 


groups except coal and foodstuffs increased during the first nine months 
of 1951 compared with the same period in 1950. Although, as out- 
lined below, there may be certain difficulties in the way of a further 
improvement in United Kingdom exports to Sweden during the 
coming months, there is little ground for pessimism in judging the 
prospects for trade in 1952. Except for a few commodities such as 
domestic radio receiving sets, bicycles, furniture, decorative glassware, 
etc., where foreign and local competition, and in some cases hi 
import duties, impede British sales, Sweden provides an excellent, 
though highly selective, potential market for a very wide range of 
British capital and consumer goods. 


Goods in Demand 


Notwithstanding a temporary lull in the textile market there is, and 
for long is likely to be, a good market in Sweden for high quality British 
woollen and cotton piece-goods, and if British exporters can supply the 
qualities, colours and designs required speedily and at competitive 
prices, they should be able to maintain and even increase their share 
of Swedish imports under global quotas in 1952. Amongst other 
textiles there is normally a good demand for United Kingdom manu- 
factured rayon and linen piece-goods, knitted wear of all kinds, horse- 
hair fabrics, carpets, waterproof fabrics, women’s mantles and cos- 
tumes and corsetry. 

It is evident that in the machinery group, there are excellent 
openings, providing delivery difficulties can be overcome, for British 
textile, printing and excavating machinery, certain types of mechanical 
handling plant, especially for agricultural purposes, tractors, both for 
agricultural and other uses, steam raising plant, generating equipment, 
conveyor belting, refrigerating equipment, machine tools and various 
types of office machinery. There are steady and in many cases 
expanding markets for United Kingdom paints, lacquers and varnishes, 
domestic ceramics, radio communication and other electronic equip- 
ment, pianos, gramophones, gramophone records, sporting guns, 
laboratory and heat-resisting glass, shoe polishes and household 
cleaning materials, plastic products, travel goods, toys and games, 
fountain pens, sports goods, cereal breakfast foods, domestic washing 
machines, portable wringers, etc. The Swedes are, incidentally, very 
“* gadget minded ” and provide a good market for all types of novel 
domestic and office labour-saving devices. 

Although the demand for United Kingdom goods is heavy it is 
perhaps too much to expect that the record performance of 1951 will 
be surpassed or even repeated in 1952. There are indications that 
world market prices and possibly also demand for Swedish forestry 
products have now passed their peak. The Swedish terms of trade 
may therefore deteriorate, and imports may be adversely affected as a 
result. Thirdly, United Kingdom exports to Sweden are increasingly 
threatened by the determimed efforts of Germany to recover her 
pre-war position as Sweden’s main source of supply, and in many 
cases German exporters have the advantage of being able to offer 
more favourable prices and delivery times. Motor vehicles, machinery 
chemicals, iron and steel products and scientific instruments are the 
commodity groups in which German competition is becoming more 
severe. 

Finally, recent trends in the internal economy of the country may 
lead to greater caution on the part of importers and therefore to 
increased difficulties for United Kingdom exporters. During the 
winter of 1950-1 fears of a continued rise in international prices 
caused importers in many branches of trade to accurnulate stocks 
while the sharp increase in the general level of domestic prices and 
costs of production in 1950 and 1951 resulted, in spite of compensating 
wage increases, in the emergence of a buyers’ resistance which has 
latterly affected the market for many kinds of consumer goods 
particularly textiles, footwear and confectionery. Unseasonable 
weather has also affected textile sales with the result that unusually large 
stocks have been accumulated by all branches of the trade, and 
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s are short of working capital. For this reason, there- 
may consider it advisable to 
obtain reliable credit information unless the Swedish importer is well

Sweden may thus prove a rather more difficult market at a time 
when British manufacturers are once again being pressed to increase 
their exports to still higher levels. Redoubled efforts by British firms 
satisfy Swedish market requirements will therefore be 
More energetic sales methods and closer personal contact 
Swedish importers will be called for.

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Economic Resources and Commercial Activities of the 


New State of Libya 


HE THREE countries forming the new state of Libya—Cyrenaica, 

Tripolitania, and the Fezzan—have chosen a federal form of 
government which has now assumed responsibilities for the country as 
a whole. This accords with a resolution adopted by the United 
Nations General Assembly on November 21, 1949, which provided 
for the constitution of Libya as an independent and sovereign state and 
for independence to become effective not later than January 1, 1952. 
The present article is intended to give a brief review of the existing 
economic resources and commercial activities of the new State. 


Total population is estimated at about one million, the great 
majority living in the coastal belt where the main towns are situated 
and where considerable developments in agriculture—the mainstay 
of the country’s economy—have been made. Industry and fishing are 
as yet relatively undeveloped. The chief perts are Tripoli and 
Benghazi, the former meeting the main needs of foreign trade, as 
it serves the larger populated area and has a more suitable harbour for 
deep-sea shipping. ‘There are regular passenger and freight services 
to Malta and Italy and intermittent sailings to and from other Mediter- 
ranean and North European ports. Castel Benito Airport, a few 
miles inland from Tripoli, has become an important staging post on 
main line flights from Europe to West and South Africa, and also 
has regular services to Malta, Italy, Egypt and Tunisia, which also 
serve Benina, the airport for Benghazi. Internally, paved roads provide 
communication between all the chief centres in the coastal belt. 
Railways are confined to short lines running west and south of 
‘Tripoli and the lines running out of Benghazi to Barce and Solluk. 


Agriculture ; 

Drought conditions are of frequent occurrence and often cause wide 
fluctuations in harvest results from year to year. The effects of 
drought are mitigated to some extent by irrigation from open and 
artesian wells. Soil fixation schemes are being extended and affores- 
tation of sand dunes in certain areas 1s contributing to a steady improve- 
The main cereal crop is barley of 
which there is an exportable surplus. Wheat production is small, but 
increasing, though far yet from meeting the country’s needs. Dates 
are an important crop, consumed almost wholly within the country. 
‘Tobacco cultivation 1s becoming increasingly important and is 
arriving at the point of an exportable surplus. The growing of citrus 
fruits is being extended, and small! shipments have already been made 
to the United Kingdom market. It is hoped also to create a market 
in the United Kingdom for early vegetables. Olives are increasing 
in quantity as plantings of several years ago come into production. 
Small crops of groundnuts and almonds are also obtained, and the 
cultivation of castor seed is being undertaken on an increasing scale. 
Esparto grass is picked for export to the United Kingdom.

The number of cattle and sheep has recently shown a steady 
increase. Exports are made to Greece, Egypt, Malta and Tunisia. 
Experiments are being made by the Department of Agriculture in 
selective breeding for the special conditions of high temperature and 
sparse grazing found throughout the country.

leather, paper of low quality, candles and saddlery. 

Many native workers produce, on a “‘ home-industry” basis, 
woven cotton and woollen barracanos (Arab cloaks), carpets, etc., the 
wool being dyed locally. Other small industries of this type are the 
manufacture of straw mats and baskets, cigarette lighters, aluminium 
ware and gold and silver ornaments and articles. 


Exports 

These are mainly of agricultural products, tunny, sponges, vegetable 
oils, skins, wool and animal hair. Statistics are, of course, not yet 
available for Libya as a whole, but an approximate figure of the value 
of annual exports is about £3 million. 


Imports 

The largest items of food imports are wheat, mainly from Australia, 
sugar and tea. Most consumer goods have to be imported, the main 
items by value being cotton piece-goods, wool yarn and tissues, made-up 
textile goods, machinery, electrical goods, cars, pharmaceuticals, shoes, 
china and glass. Petrol, lubricating oils, :oal and cement are also 
high on the list in value. Imports for the whole of Libya are upwards 
of £34 million yearly. 

Libya is a member of the sterling area. The new currency law 
recently established the Libyan pound, divided into 100 piastres, and 
each piastre into 10 milliemes. 

It is hoped that tourist traffic will make an increasing contribution 
to Libya’s prosperity. The antiquities both in Cyrenaica and 
Tripolitania are extensive and are being carefully maintained, with 
easy access by good roads. The almost daily air services to and from 
the United Kingdom bring Tripoli closer in point of time than many 
much less distant resorts in Europe, while the Mediterranean climate 
and the local colour of the North African coast are sufficient attraction 
in themselves. 

The future pattern of the trade of the new State is unlikely to show 
marked change. There are no new raw material resources to be 
developed other than, perhaps, in agriculture, and, generally speaking, 
an increase in exports can only result from larger exportable surpluses 
of items in which there is already some export trade. Similarly, with 
imports, the basic necessities of foodstuffs must be expected to take 
first priority, and the opportunities for increased trade in consumer 
goods will depend largely upon the progress of agricultural develop- 
ment which, from the nature of the terrain, is unlikely to show sudden 
and spectacular results.

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Prohibition of Resale Price Fixing 
in Canada 


A BILL to amend the Combines Investigation Act by the insertion 

of a new section was d by the Canadian Houses of Parliament 
on December 29, 1951. The effect of the section is to make it an 
offence for anyone “ manufacturing or supplying or selling ” anything 
to require any other person to resell it at, or at not less than, a specified 
price. (It will still be permissible for a maximum resale price to be 
fixed and enforced.) In other words, the practice of retail price 
fixing is prohibited from now on. (The text of the new section is 
given below.) United Kingdom exporters will therefore wish to 
examine their selling arrangements in Canada if they or their Canadian 
distributors have hitherto fixed resale prices in Canada for their goods. 

It is impossible to foretell the immediate effects of the passage of 
the Bill. Opponents naturally forecast selective price-slashing by 
chain and departmental stores aimed at the elimination of small 
traders. Supporters foresee healthy competition between shops with 
small but perhaps numerous price reductions which will make a 
welcome inroad into the rising cost of living. It is probably a fair 
conclusion that, if consumer demand in the New Year is still more 
sluggish than it has been in recent months, then, as traders (and manu- 
facturers, too) seek to disembarrass themselves of excessive stocks, the 
Price cutting will be rather deeper and wider than would be the case if 
the Bill had not been enacted. But if consumer demand becomes more 
lively and there is renewed uncertainty about the effect of rearmament 
on future supplies, then price-cutting is likely to be little in evidence. 
The Act’s immediate effects thus depend on the strength of consumer 
demand—but how strong in 1952 that demand will be there is still 
no confident prediction.

(ii) at a price not less than a mmimum price specified by the dealer 
or established by agreement, 
(iii) at a mark-up or discount specified by the dealer or established

(iv) at a mark-up not less than a minimum mark-up specified by the 
dealer or established by agreement, or 
(v) at a discount not greater than a maximum discount specified by 
the dealer or established by agreement, or

Canada 
Relaxations in Consumer Credit Restrictions 


THE United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in Ottawa 
reports that the Canadian Government has announced the following 
changes in Consumer Credit Regulations with effect froma January 14, 
1952 :— 

(a) Maximum credit period is extended to 18 months. No change 
in percentage minimum down payments or minimum instal- 
ments. 

(b) Regulations no longer apply to pianos or other musical instru- 
ments. 

(c) Goods may now be rented up to 12 months without being 
subject to regulations. 

(d) All goods, with the exception of automobiles and motor cycles, 
when rented for use exclusively in a business, trade or profession 
will not be subject to the regulations.

The conference will take place under the direction of the Tripartite 
Commission on German Debts, whose members are Sir George 
Rendel for the United Kingdom, Monsieur F. D. Gregh for France, 
and Mr. Warren Lee Pierson for the United States. 

The Governments of France, of the United Kingdom and of the 
United States of America are arranging for the participation of 
representatives of creditor interests in their countries. The govern-

In November and December 1951 the Commission 
and the German Delegation discussed the settlement of the debts 
owing to the French, United Kingdom and United States Governments 
by the German Federal Republic for post-war economic assistance 
(See Board of Trade Journal on December 15, 1951, page 1238.)

It will be open to 
interested governments, whether or not they have participated in the 
conference, to accede to this agreement.

Persian Exchange Control 
Regulations 


ETAILS of revised Persian Exchange Control Regulations which 

became operative on December 27, 1951, and remain in force 
until the end of the current Persian year, March 21, 1952, have been 
received by the Board of Trade. A notice was published on page 
554 of the Board of Trade Journal on September 8, 1951, about the 
suspension of foreign exchange transactions in respect of the import 
of a large number of commodities into Persia. 


The revised regulations authorize the free settlement without 
reference to the Persian Exchange Control Commission of debts in 
respect of goods permitted under current quota (see the notice on 
page 1357 of the Board of Trade Journal on 23 June, 1951) and shipped 
before December 27, 1951. As regards payment for goods shipped 
after December 27, 1951, the regulations specify 36 commodity groups 
in respect of which credits may be opened and bills retired without 
reference to the Persian Exchange Control Commission. The 
following are the commodity groups on “ general permit ” :—

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This schedule may be amended from time to time by the Persian 
Exchange Control Commission. 

Payment for commodities not included in the General Permit 
Schedule will be subject to the issue of a specific exchange permit 
by the Persian Exchange Control Commission. The issue of such 
permits will depend upon the availability of foreign exchange in 
excess of that required for payments for “ general permit” com- 
modities. 

It is also understood that the prohibition on the opening of letters 
of credit which require the confirmation of a negotiating bank abroad 
(see the notice on page 212 of the Board of Trade Journal on July 28, 
1951) has now been withdrawn. 


It is recommended that for the present, United Kingdom exporters 
should accept orders from Persia only on secure payment terms.

Import Control: Goods Removed from Scope of Open 
General Licence 


A NOTICE in the Board of Trade Journal on January 5 gave details 
of goods excluded from the scope of Indian Open General Licences, 
Nos. XVI and XXIII. The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner 
at New Delhi has now forwarded a copy of Public Notice No. 199 
1.T.C.(P.N.)/51 of December 31, 1951, which states that goods 
removed from open general licence, shipped on through consignment 
to India on or before December 31, 1951, would be allowed clearance 
without licence but no further grace period would be allowed. 

For shipments to be made on or after January 1, 1952, licences 
will be necessary and importers should procure import licences in 
advance of shipment. As already indicated in the notice in the 
Board of Trade Journal on January 5, special ‘‘ Open General Licence 
Concessional licences "’ will be granted in respect of firm irrevocable 
commitments made before December 19, 1951. Licences when 
granted will be valid for shipment up to June 30, 1952, without any 
grace period whatsoever. 

It has been decided that where confirmed letters of credit have been 
opened before Decernber 19, 1951, for shipment beyond December 31, 
1951, arrangements can be made to have goods shipped during the 
validity of the letters of credit pending formal issue of import licences.

‘Tuna and bonito, prepared or preserved in any manner, when packed in 
air-tight containers weighing with their contents not more than 15 
pounds each (except such fish packed in oil or in oil and other substances), 
and classifiable under Paragraph 718 (b) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended 
A public hearing is to be held in the Tariff Commission Building, 

8th and East Streets, N.W., Washington, D.C., at 10 a.m. on 
January 29, 1952, and United Kingdom exporters of these products are 
urged to get in touch with their importing agency in the United States, 
with a view to ensuring that the latter either file a suitable brief with 
the United States Tariff Commission or send a representative to the 
hearing to protest against any increase in import duty.

Where goods included 
in List B under the new classification had previously been in List C, 
importers will pay only 33 per cent. tax, and will be reimbursed in 
Foreign Exchange by the Central Bank provided the shipment or 
despatch from the country of origin was effected on the date of the 
Decree or after.

August 20-September 20, 1951, proved to be very successful for 
the United Kingdom manufacturers exhibiting there. In the large 
pavilion organized by the British Chamber of Commerce of Turkey 
(Inc.), some 200 British manufacturers and a wide range of products 
were represented. In addition the Chamber organized an open-air 
section catering especially for exhibits of heavy vehicles, agricultural 
machinery, etc., and a cinema for showing films of British goods. The 
total space taken by the Chamber exceeded 21,000 sq. ft. and since 
the general decor was prepared with professional help by the one 
organization it was possible to present a large number of British ex- 
hibits in a more harmonious and effective way than had previously 
been the case 

The total attendance during the fair exceeded 1,500,000 and some 
idea of the popularity of the British exhibits can be gauged from 
the estimated average of 28 persons per minute that passed through 
the doors of the British Pavilion throughout the time the show was 
open : this rate increased during peak periods to 40 per minute. The 
films shown in the cinema each evening attracted audiences of over 
500 people per performance. 

There is no doubt that this show is one of the best media for 
United Kingdom firms wishing to demonstrate and sell their goods in 
the Turkish and Eastern Mediterranean markets. The next Izmir Fair 
takes place from August 20 to September 20, 1952, and it is expected 
that the available space (even though an increase on 1951) in the 
proposed British pavilion will be booked very quickly. Firms 
interested should contact the Secretary, The British Chamber of 
Commerce of Turkey (Inc.), P.O. Box 1190, Istanbul.
